1: To enter a game of Diplomacy in these pages, you must notify the 
editor and agree po maintain a subscription for the length of the game. 
You must submit your name-, address and full telephone number . You may sub- 
a mi-ts : a preference list as, to which country you wish to play. Only one per- 
son" from any telephone area code may be , in a game at a given time, except 
for orphans . . - 

2 : vPlay wi 11 be conducted in accordance with the latest set of rules of 
rules of Diplomacy with the foolowing additions and exceptions . 

3: Each game year will be divided into three parts': Spring moves; Summer 
retreats : and Fall .moves; autumn retreats and winter adjustments.. The -games - 
masted : mayV at ' n'is discretion, combine the Autmn- Winter and Spring parts; 
however, a dissenting playing in games gmed by Sacks may request their 
re separation and, a,, jplayer in; Tipton Vs^&tne^ ..J»ay \. reseparate. th-siCL. — 

4 : If a country is unordered during a season, any of its uni ts dis lodged 
that turn may be retreated in the. next J {this does not apply to games brought 
from Pelluaidar) , . , .. - ; . . 

"5; Deadlines for each set of moves will be published with the previous 
season's adjudications. The gamesmaster' may extend the deadline. 

6 : Please sign and date your orders and write them on n on -s craps . 

7 : If a player ' s moves have not been received by the evening before the 
deadline the gamesmas ter may , at his discretion , place a collect call to 
the missing playing unless such calls have been specifically forbidden. 

8 ; .v if, thd -g^a-mesmas ter has not received ^a " set of moves by the deadline , he 
may appoint 1 or '-'call for a standby. If the player misses the next set. of 
moves, the Standby becomes the player of the country. In some of the or- 
phaned games carried herein, standby positions carry game long subs. 

9 : If the gamesmaster cannot adjudicate a situation , all involved move-? 
ments fail. Sacks uses Verheiden'S' Rule, normal and extended. Lip ton uses 
a ouija board. 

10 : A concession to a single player will occur if all surviving players 
agree . A draw among all suriving players will occur in any of the f all.ow- 
ing circumstances: If all surviving players agree; if three game years 
pass during which each country's number of supply centers remains un-.. - 
changed; and , in Sacks ' gam^s , if all but one of the players agree to: a 
draw and the agreeing players can demonstrate to the satisfaction, of the 
gamesmaster and publisher that a stalemated position exists and will be 
maintained. 

11 : Any attempt to bamboozle or influence the gamesmaster wiil be grounds 
for expulsion from all games and seizure of all subscription moneys. You 
may shoot other players if you like....
